“For this is the will of God, even your sanctification .. .” 
(I Thess. 4:8). I take this passage of Scripture as a gate- 
way through which we may pass into the flower garden and 
fruit orchard of .a beautiful doctrine. For some reason many 
of God’s children have been led to believe this is a subject 
which they should avoid. While it is true that many have 
perverted it and much fanaticism centers about it, neverthe- 
less, sanctification is mentioned many times in Scripture and 
needs to be given careful consideration. 


The importance of the doctrine of ; 
sanctification is evidenced by the 
fact that it stands connected with 
the will of God. In the eighteenth 
verse of this same chapter we 
read again concerning the will of 
God, “In every thing give thanks: 
for this is the will of God in Christ 
Jesus concerning you” (I Thess. 
5:18). Sanctification and thanks- 
giving are two things which tne 
Apostle Paul declares God defin- 
itely wills for His people. It is 
not His law which is emphasized 
but His will and this is worthy of 
every possible consideration. Since 
our sanctification is willed by our 
heavenly Father, we must strive

for a profound Bible truth and is 
one of the finest in the Christian’s 
vocabulary. It stands for a very 
important ‘Bible revelation and 
touches upon some of the most

‘Can We Believe the 
Claims of the Bible?

Recently I had a letter from a man who had read my 
booklet, Verbal Inspiration of the Bible and Its Scientific 
Accuracy, and was dissatisfied in that I gave what the Bible 
itself claimed as to its inspiration. He also casts reflection 
upon the importance of the evidences I gave of the scientific 
accuracy of the Bible. Here I give my answer, with quotations 
from his own letter. I hope the answer will be helpful to all 
who are interested. The Bible can be believed. Any honest 
heart who is willing to do the will of God when he finds it, 
willing to trust the Saviour when he sees who the Saviour 
is, willing to worship and obey God when he finds the Bible 
is God’s authoritative revelation, may come to know for 
himself and without a doubt that the Bible is the infallible 
Word of God. I beg the reader to take to heart this thought 
and see for himself. But here is my letter to the unbeliever. 


November 20, 1950 


Dear Mr.—: 


I have your letter of November 
7 and am glad to answer it. Thank 
you for writing. 

I will deal with about four of 
the matters mentioned, and am 
sorry that I will not have time to 
do more than a brief study at this 
time. 

1. You suggest the proposition 
that “if God had chosen to favor 
us with any unique message 
of His own, He would likewise 
have provided us with .some ade- 
quate means of identifying it as 
such.” That is, you say, “either 
He wants us to know or He does- 
n't.” That general proposition 
surely is right and fair, except in 
certain modifications. Let us say 
rather that to a man who seeks 
God and wants to know God and 
wants to do God's will, God would 
surely be under obligation to re- 
veal Himself and His will. But I 
do not see how God would be un- 
der any obligation to press upon 


a wicked and perverse mind, truth 
that the mind does not specially 
want to receive. I do not see why 
God would be under any obligation 
to reveal Himself to a person who 
does not want to do right, and 
would not do the will of God if 
he knew it. Actually there is a 
clear Bible doctrine, clearly  re- 
vealed in the Word of God, that 
men who do not want to do God’s 
will and do not follow what light 
they have, are turned over to a 
reprobate mind. Romans _ I tells 
of the degeneration of the race 
from its original knowledge of 
God and it explains the origin of 
savagery and barbarism. Heathen 
people did not ascend from brute 
creation, but they left a_ light 
which was once given to the race 
in Noah’s time and went into 
darkness, much as even the civi- 
lized world went into the darkness 
of the Dark Ages. If you will read 
Romans 1:18-32 carefully you will

The Bible has something to say 


about bathing. Let us refer again 


to that very old writer and read 
in Job 9:30, 31 Job’s soliloquy, “If 
I wash myself with snow water, 
sO 
clean; yet shalt thou plunge me in 
the ditch, and mine own clothes 
shall abhor me.” Job knew the 
value of soft water for cleansing 
purposes. Job knew also that no 
amount of washing the outside 
would cleanse the inside. Bathing 
in snow water would be fine for 
the skin, but would not help the 
soul. “What can wash away my 
sins? Nothing but the icaiod of 
Jesus.” 


Quite a strange bath is ‘~ 
scribed in John 13:10. Jesus said 
to Simon Peter, “He that is wash- 
ed needeth not save to wash his 
feet, but is clean every whit.” We 


know of course that this could 
not be true in the physical life. 
Certainly the washing the feet of 
the ‘little boy will not remove the 
high water markings on his neck. 
Our Lord was not speaking of 
physical things; He was referring 
to the walk. How difficult it is to 
get children to understand that 
every part must be washed, and 
washed—with soap. Did you never 
smell your boy’s face and hands 
to see whether he had washed with 
soap? Just as the entire body must 
be washed if it is to be all clean, 
so the entire soul and spirit, mind | 
and heart must be washed-in the 
blood of the Lamb, if we would be 
clean “every whit.” 

A futile and useless bath is indi-

say to her, “There is cleans- 
ing in the blood of Jesus Christ, 
and you may be set free from its 
guilt and power.” 

I think of my friend; Steve 
Olin, whom I heard back in my 
boyhood days tell how his life had 
been wrecked by sin as a drunk- 
ard, an outcast; and how one day 
Jesus Christ reached out to save 
him. I have heard Steve Olin 
stand in prayer meeting again 
and again and sing with that rich 
bass Woice of his: “I was lost but 
Jesus found me.” And many a man 
fias been abie to sing that song, 
and many a woman can sing it al- 
so—‘“‘lost in sin,” but Jesus Christ 
reached out to get hold of the 
helpless, poor, bound, broken, 
bleeding life, and give salvation. 
Yes, there is salvation for the im- 
potent, 


and 


Galvation for the Immoral Man or 
Woman 


But in the fourth chapter. cf|. 


John, there is another kind of sin- 
ner—the immoral sinner. Yet this 
sinner didn’t ‘seem to recognize 
her immorality. She had had sev- 
eral husbands, and the man with 
whom she lived at that moment 
yas not her husband. There hadn’t 
boen any serious recognition of 
euilt on her part, but suddenly 
Jesus Christ brought. it to her 
Attention. 

' It is very possible that in the 
social set in which she moved her 
ISose living was according to ac- 
cepted standards. Perhaps her 
whole set held a perverted view 
of these relationships, and ex- 
changed husbands very readily. 
There are social circles in America 
today where it is not an extra- 
ordinary thing at all for husbands 
and wives to make similar ex- 
ehanges. There are circles, seem- 
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ingly, where it is not an unusual 
thing to be divorced two, three, 
four, or five times, and thus 
to trade husbands and wives. 

I suppose there are some mov- 
ing in such circles around us who 
do not recognize that there is any- 
thing wrong in that kind of exist- 
ence. Here is a woman who was 
unclean in her life, but apparently 
she had not run athwart the 
standards of the people with whom 
she happened to live, and, because 
she was conforming to their 
standards, she thought she was 
conforming to the standards of 
God. You see it is very possible to 
live up to human standards and 
yet to come a thousand miles 
short of what God expects! It is 
possible: to live according to the 
righteousness of men and yet miss 
the righteousness of God. She was 
immoral and didn’t realize it, until 
Jesus pointed out her need of the 
water of. life. 


Salvation for an Important Sinner 


But in the third chapter of John 
there is the. important sinner. I 
suppose I have called him the im- 
portant sinner merely because the 
word is alliterative—it fits in with 
the suggestions of the impotent 
and the immoral. The important 
sinner, Nicodemus! A good man, 
a moral man, a religious man, 
Nicodemus sought the presence 
of Jesus Christ, and opened con- 
versation with Him with the com- 
pliment: “Rabbi, we know that 
thou art a teacher come from God; 
for no man can do these miracles 
that thou doest, except God be 
with him.” But Jesus looked up- 
on Nicodemus and said to him, 
“Ye must be born again.” 

If Jesus had said to the woman 
of Samaria in the fourth chapter 
of John, “You must be born 
again,’ and Nicodemus had over- 
heard it, he would have agreed 
with Jesus, for the woman of 
Samaria was not a Jew; she was 
a ’Samaritan. She didn’t have the 
right. to expect anything on the 
ground of her natural birth. But 
Nicodemus was a Jew. How did he 
become a Jew? He was born a 
Jew. Who were the Jews? They 
were heirs to the covenant of 
promise, 

Here was a man who had a 


right to expect something on the | 


ground of his Jewish birth, and 


“You must be born again. You 
must be born from above.” 


Who Has a Right to Vote? 


I would like to use two or three 
illustrations, because I think they 
will help to make the matter 
plain. Let me illustrate it this 
way. Even boys and girls who are 
in grammar school recognize that 
if you are to cast a.vote in the 
country in which you live, there 
are certain qualifications which 
you must possess. It is election 
day, the first Tuesday in Novem- 
ber, and here is a man living in 
the town who, we will say, was 
born in Italy. As he leaves his 
house, he meets his next door 
neighbor on the ‘street, and the 
neighbor says, “I am stopping at 
the polls to vote this morning.” 

“Well,” remarks this man who 
was born in Italy, “I think that 
is a good idea, and I will stop 
at the polls and.vote with you.” 

This neighbor doesn’t want to 
raise any question concerning the 
matter, and so the two go to the 
polls together. The man born in 
America goes to the poll and casts 
his vote. The man born in Italy 
goes to the poll, and says, “I would 
like to vote, too.” 

The gentleman in charge of the 
polling place asks him, “Have you 
registered? Where were you 
born?”’ 

“T was born in Italy.” 

“Have you been naturalized?” 

“No, I haven’t been naturalized 
yet.” 

“Well, then, you can’t vote.” 

“T can’t vote? Why not? I want 
you to understand that I am just 
as good as this next door neighbor 
of mine and you allowed him to 
vote. I want you to understand 
that I meet my responsibilities as 
a citizen in this community. I pay 
my debts, I take care of my wife 
and my children.” 

The man taking care of the 
polling booth replies, “Well, sir, 
I am interested in all that, but 
it doesn’t touch the matter we 
are discussing. The fact is you 
have not been naturalized and 
therefore you cannot vote.” 

Jesus said, “Ye must be born 
again,”-in order to enter the king- 
dom of God. There is something 
that must occur to give you not 
only rights in that kingdom but 
a relationship to that kingdom, 
and this is it, “You must be born 
from above.” 


Spiritual Laws Manifested in 
Nature 


Years ago there was a book 
very popular in religious circles, 
written by Henry Drummond, call- 
ed Natural Law in the Spiritual 
World. While a great deal of the 
science in Henry Drummond's 
book has been outmoded in the 
chapter on Bio-Genesis, there is 
an illustration in this book that is 
apt, even in our time. Henry 
Drummond said something like 
this: There are elements in the 
lower kingdoms, the _ mineral 
kingdom for instance, that can- 
not reach the higher kingdoms ex- 
cept by a new birth. 

Let me put it this way. What is 
this body of yours made of? Boys 
and girls will respond, “Flesh and 
bones and blood.’ Yes, but how 
do you keep this body going—the 
flesh and blood and bones? You 
will discover, as you go on a little 
further in school, that in the food 
you eat you are partaking of cer- 
tain mineral elements, and your 
body is made up of those mineral 
elements. All of those chemicals 
are in the ground; in the very 
dirt under your feet—the very 
same mineral elements that are 
in your body and without which 
your body wouldn't live. 

Now all these chemicals are in 
the ground, but how are they go- 
ing to get into your body and 
become a part of your life? This 
is the way: The plant. world 
reaches down and gets hold of 
those mineral elements, and then 
reaches out into the air and takes 
in some of the gaseous elements 


there. Thus these minerals. which 
were down in the ground have 
been born from above, because the 
plant has reached down and lifted 
them up and made these elements 
its very own. Then the animal 
comes along and partakes of the 
plant life—the grass or the herb 
or the leaf—and lifts these ele- 
ments up into the animal world. 

How are you going to get hold 
of these minerals? You cannot eat 
them or assimilate them. Well, 
since you live in the realm of man, 
you partake of the animal, if you 
are a flesh-eater, or you partake 
of the plant life, if you are a 
vegetarian, and once again these 
elements are born from above. 
Because you reach down and par- 
take of them, these elements be- 
come a part of your body, they 
are a part of your life. 


The New Birth Necessary. 

Jesus said, “You must be born 
from above.” There is no possible 
way of getting into the kingdom 
of God by yourself, lifting your- 
self up by your own character, 
reaching up, climbing up on others, 
or going up a ladder of good 
resolutions. None of these things 
will bring you into the presence of 
God or make you like God. You 
must be born from above, and that 
means ‘that He must reach down 
and get hold of you, and lift you 
up from where you are to where 
He is. 

That is what happens in the new 
birth. You live in the world of 
men and you can never get above 
the world of men. You are a mai. 
You are in the flesh, in the body. 
There is a spirit in your body but 
it is a human spirit, and it will 
never be more than a human 
spirit. It will have’ everlasting 
existence, I am not denying that. 
It will have everlasting existence, 
but it will never be more than a 
human spirit, except God reaches 
aown from above and lifts you up 
into His family and makes. you 
His own. You must be born from 
above. 

This is an absolute necessity— 
you must be born from. above. 
There are no options here, no al- 
ternatives. There isn’t any choice 
in this matter. That is the reason 
why the Scriptures affirm so 
frequently that a man who has 
not had this experience is dead in 
trespasses and sins. He lacks life! 
“He that hath the Son hath life; 
and he that hath not the Son of 
God hath not life.’ That is the 
only thing to be said about it. 
We can say that positively he is 
a sinner, he has committed sins, 
he is under the power, the guilt, 
the penalty, the taint, and the 
condemnation. of sin—that: is- all 
true positively; but negatively he 
lacks life because he is dead in 
Sin. 

If there is only one thing you 
can say about-a man, it is quite 
enough to say that he lacks life, 
that he is dead. Jesus said to the 
rich young ruler who claimed that 
he had kept this law and the other 
law, “Yet one thing thou lackest.” 
But that one thing was the deter- 
mining thing and he went away 
sorrowful. When the one thing a 
man lacks is life, then that one 
thing is the essential thing, and 
you may have everything else, but 
if you do not have that you do 
not have anything. 


Just One Thing Was Lacking 

I remember going through 
Twenty-third Street: in New York 
City many years ago and passing 
a certain building where there 
was a wide lobby opening into the 
street. I glanced in and saw at 
one side of that lobby what looked 
like a box-office window, and in 
front of it, just a little out of line, 
a man and woman and a couple 
of children, and at one side a 
policeman in uniform. I glanced in, 
and then went on down the street 
and performed my errand. I cama 
back after an hour or two and 
glanced in again as I passed, and 
to my surprise I saw the man 
and the woman, the two children, 
and the policeman standing in 
exactly the same position; they 


hadn’t moved an inch. Some two or 


three weeks later I went through 
Twenty-third Street again, and 


|remembering the other occasion I 


glanced in and, lo and behold, 
there stood the man and the wo- 
man and the two children, and 
there was the policeman, too— 
they hadn’t moved an inch. The 
weeks had passed and they hadn’t 
budged. It was the Eden Musee 
and they were wax figures. They 
seemed to lack only one thing, 
but that was life. 

I will tell you a secret if you 
won’t tell anybody! I just lack 
one thing to be president of the 
United States—votes. But I'll seil 
my chance for a quarter. So when 
the one thing lacking is the--de- 
termining thing, how important 
that thing is! “‘He that hath the 
Son hath life; and he that hath 
not the Son of God hath not life.” 
That is to say, he is dead. So 
far as that life is concerned, he 
is dead. Just as that mineral rest- 
ing in the ground cannot of itself 
get up into the life of a man but 
has to be born from above, so 
man cannot get up into the life 
of God but must be born from 
above—lifted up into that life. 
That is the reason Jesus said, “Ye 
must be born again.” | 

It would have been a wonders 
ful thing if Jesus had come to the 
world merely to say, “Ye may be 
born again. God has made it a 
glorious possibility, and ye may 
be born again.’ But Jesus said, 
“Ye must be born again.” It is an 
imperative, a necessity. You see 
that rules out everything else. It 
rules out our good resolutions, our 
good characters, our turning over 
a new leaf, our religious perform- 
ances, if we are doing these in 
order to be saved; or joining the 


church, submitting to ordinances, 


subscribing to a creed, signing a 
pledge—it rules. them all  ouf, 
Some of them are important in 
a secondary relationship to the 
main thing, but the first matter 
is, “You must be born again.” 
That is the heart of this entire 
Gospel ef John. Jesus said it, let 
me repeat, not to the Samaritan 
woman, not to a Gentile, but to 
a man who had the right to ex- 
pect something on the ground of 
his natural birth. He said to him, 
“Natural birth doesn’t count here; 
you must. be born from above.” 
Well, here’s the “must” of it. 


The New Birth Explained 
Now, how does this new birth 
occur? You will notice as you read 
the Gospel of John that the word 
(Continued on page 10)

My effervescent brother, Evan-; 


gelist Bill Rice, just returned from 
his tour of African mission fields 
and the Holy Land, has been to see 
me and most of the happy week we 
have been planning about the love- 
jy new conference grounds for 
Which he has made provision.

E. E. Widner, Christian business- 
man of Dallas, Texas; and the 
editor, John R. Rice. Several fea- 
tures will make this conference 
ground quite unique. For one thing 
it will have available from Bill’s 
ranch a good number of fine- 
blooded saddle horses available to 
the guests, for a small fee, and 
the ranch motif will be prominent. 
he ground will be in the South 
where conference grounds are not 
so plentiful and it will be inter- 
denominational and fundamental 
in its scope.

2. You object that in my pamph- 
let, The Verbal Inspiration of the 
Bible and Its Scientific Accuracy, 
I “cited passages as though refer- 
ring to the inspiration of the Bi- 
ble as a unit...’ I am sorry to 
think that you read that pamphlet 
very carelessly. It is too bad that 
you did not take the question 
seriously enough to get the infor- 
mation I plainly gave. I showed 
that Paul’s writings claimed 
definitely that they were given

tion. I showed that the book of 
Isaiah claimed word for word in- 
spiration, the book of Ezekiel, the 
book of Jeremiah. I showed that 
Jesus Christ Himself authenticated 
all the Old Testament canon of 
Scripture. And no matter how lit- 
tle you think of the canon of 
Scripture, Jesus Christ Himself 
knew the Old Testament canon 
which had already been formed, 


1 and He went into great detail to 
| specify that it was all the Word 
of God. “Moses and all the proph- 
jets” 


(Luke 24:27). Neither “the 
law or the prophets” will be des- 


troyed, but every jot and tittle 
‘fulfilled (Matt. 5:17-18); 


“in the 
law of Moses, and in the prophets, 
and in the psalms,” (Luke 24:44), 


Other references were given clear- 


ly showing that Peter claimed di- 
vine inspiration for his epistles, 
the book of Revelation clearly 
claimed divine inspiration for it- 
self, and that it was the close of 
the Scripture canon. Actually ques- 
tions about the canon of Scriptures 
are not the main question, since 
if one believes in the inspiration

of any part of the Bible, he will 
have to take the authentication 
which Jesus gives to all the Old 
Testament. And no man who ac- 
cepts all the Old Testament doubts 
the New Testament. Your troubles 
are not primarily concerned with 
the canon. And if you knew more 
about the proposition, you would 
see that this is so, that Scripture 
authenticates itself, if you ac- 
knowledge the authority which 
any of the books claim for them- 
selves. 


3. You say it begs the question 
to attempt to prove the inspiration 
of the Bible by its own claims. But 
that only goes to show that you 
have ignored some of the greatest 
facts involved. By the rules of 
Greenleaf on évidence thousands of 
legal minds have been convinced 
of the inspiration of the Bible. 
There is a presumption in favor 
of the inspiration of the Bible 
which intelligent and informed 
men cannot ignore. That presump- 
tion is built on many great factors 
including the testimony of millions 
of the most moral and intelligent 
people who ever lived, built on the 
impact of the Bible on our civili- 
zation? our literature, our morali- 
ty; built upon the moral standards 
in the Bible, inconceivably above 
all other purely human standards. 


And even if you had not studied 
the impact of the Bible on human 
society as I have, if you should 
set out most prayerfully and hum- 
bly to search the Bible for a period 
of years, seeking to find what 
light you could follow, seeking to 
find a God you could worship, 
seeking to find a truth you could 
believe, seeking to find a morality 
which you could practice, seeking 
to find a holiness and purity of 
heart which men cannot attain 
without revelation and help from 
God, seeking to find a peace and 
forgiveness which the world can 
never give—you would have _al- 
ready found that there is such a 
mass of presumptive evidence in 
favor of the Bible that honest and 
intelligent men must give what 
the Bible says about itself the 
very highest importance. 

You ask “how the . reflective 
Christian deals with these consi- 
derations to his own satisfaction.” 
I tell you very frankly that relying 
upon plain promises in the Word 
of God I have deliberately walked 
into the most difficult situations 
where humanly speaking it ap- 
peared my ruin would be the re- 
sult. But God has vindicated His 
Word so remarkably that an in- 
telligent and reverent mind must 
say that there is a supernatural 
accuracy and authority in these 
promises. I gave up a regular 
salary, gave up life insurance, gave 
up a course of action which would 
have led to security and provision 
and adopted the course which 
seemed extravagant and profligate 
in that I made no provision for 
the future except to obey God and 
to depend on Him to supply my 
needs. Since in a short letter I 
cannot do any adequate justice to 
this theme, nor tell you enough 
to prove the point to your satis- 
faction, I will say that the person- 
al pragmatic evidence that I have 
shows that the promises of God 
are true, that God intervenes in 
the affairs of men, that God an- 
swers definite prayer, even for 
material things, using humanly im- 
probable or apparently impossible 
means. I have seen the drunkard 
changed in one short hour § to 
permanent sobriety. I have seen 
the harlot made pure. I have seen 
the atheist made into a childlike 
believer in Christ. I have seen the

criminal made into an upright citi- 
zen and these not one time but 
literally in hundreds and hundreds 
of cases. I have seen the sick rais- 


fem |ed up when there were no human 


prospects of healing and when doc- 
tors were astounded. I say, I know 
God answers prayer, that He has 
answered my prayer in some cases 
bordering on the miraculous and 
in other cases I think clearly over 
the border. 


A few of these details are given 
in my large book on Prayer—Ask- 
ing and Receiving. But I am sim- 
ply saying you could know for your- 
self whether the God of the Bible 
is the true God and whether the 
Bible is His inspired revelation. 
But you would need to set out to 
read the Bible with earnest heart 
to find the will of God. If you 
should set out to read the Bible 
with a holy resolve that you would 
obey its teachings, if it were the 
Word of God, that you would trust 
in the Saviour as your own Sav- 
iour if His claims were justified, 
that you would give yourself to a 
lifetime of wholehearted service 
to Christ if He would make His 
way clear, then you could know 
for yourself without any doubt 
about the Bible. I say, the contem- 
plative Christian has such a strong 
foundation upon which to base his 
faith, that he finds it easy to be- 
lieve what the Bible claims, even 
if he be not scientifically-minded 
and if he has not investigated the 
scientific evidence as I have. 


Let me illustrate. I came from 
the Southwest cattle country. Cat- 
tle, horses, saddles, lariats—these 
were aS commonplace incidents in 
my life as automobiles, radios, 
paved streets, typewriters, etc. are 
to business people. Now, suppose 
there is a man we may call Mr. 
X, of whom I hear muchas to his 
prowess in riding broncs, in use of 
the lariat, in bulldogging cattle. 


Suppose a dozen, or a hundred peo- 
ple I know tell me they know this 
man intimately, that he has the 
very highest of character, that 
they have found him truthful in 
a thousand details of life. Now 
suppose that I somewhere see this 
man in a rodeo ride the wildest 
bronecs with a certain grace and 
ease and ingenuity with which I 
am well familiar. Suppose I see 
him throw the lariat so accurately, 
with such grace and_= rhythmic 
timing, that I cannot conceal my 
admiration. His daring is. only 
equalled by his skill. Now suppose 
I talk to this Mr, X and he tells 
me that he has won the bronc- 
riding championship at Madison- 
Square Garden, at Cheyenne, 
Wyoming, and at the Fat Stock 
Show at Ft. Worth, Texas. You 
tell me that I should not consider 
the man’s words on the question? 
After I have already seen what he 
can do (and I am an old cowhand 
myself and a good judge of sucn 
matters), and after I have heard 
him commended as to his veracity 
by friends who have known him 
long and well, some of the most 
reputable people I know, then 
naturally I would respect what he 
says. Now further I talk long with 
Mr. X andI find that on a thousand 
matters he proves himself moral, 
upright, dependable, truthful. You 
say I am not to believe what he 
says about matters on which I 
know he is well-qualified, and my 
own judgment tells me he might 
well have done exactly what he 
said he did. 


So I come to the Scripture with 
a testimony of millions who knew 
the Lord Jesus as a personal Sav- 
iour, who found forgiveness and 
peace and joy and daily victory 
through long years. I have the 
testimony of uncounted millions of 
Christians who have found that

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Sanctified 3 Times

vital phases of Christian exper- 
jience. Let us not shun it but study 
it and submit to it to the glory 
of God and the good of ourselves. 

When sanctification is spoken 
of, many think reference is being 
made to some sort of sinless per- 
fection in the daily walk of the 


Christian. Nearly all religious 
cults offering deeper Christian 
experiences to their devotees 


have done so by appealing to the 
doctrine of sanctification. This 
truth is often looked upon as 
meaning the eradication of the 
Adamic nature, so that it is not 
likely that the one who has ex- 
perienced this second blessing, so- 
called, will consciously fall into 
sin. 

In order to discover the Biblical 
meaning of sanctification we 
should note how it is used and what 
is said to be sanctified. We shall 
discover things as well as persons 
are sanctified. The first occurrence 
of the word is found in Genesis 
where we read, “And God blessed 
the seventh day, and sanctified 
it: because that in it he had rest- 
ed from all his work which God 
created and made” (Gen. 2:3). 
There is no thought here of the 
eradication of sin nor any refer- 
ence to purification from sin. This 
sanctifying act took place before 
the entrance of sin into the world. 

A little further on we _ read, 
“And thou shalt sanctify the breast 
of the wave offering, and_ the 
shoulder of the heave offering...” 
(Ex. 29:27). And again, “And I 
will sanctify the tabernacle of the 
congregation, and the altar: I will 
sanctify also both Aaron and his 
sons, to minister to me _ in the 
priest’s office” (Ex. 29:44). The 
very furniture of this unique little 
wilderness structure was sancti- 
fied, ‘And Moses took the anoint- 
ing oil, and anointed the taber- 
nacle and all that was therein, and 
sanctified them; And he sprinkled 
thereof upon the altar seven times, 
and anointed the altar and all his 
vessels, both the laver and his 
foot, to sanctify them” (Lev. 8:10- 
11). We might go on to call at- 
tention to many other references 
in the Old Testament but enough 
have been cited to show that the 


junderlying thought running in all 


of them isthe setting apart of 
things and persons for a defin= 
ite and a specific purpose. 

It would be well for us to note 
Several passages from the New 
‘Pestament and as we do we will 
discover they carry the same con- 
cept as those found in the Old 
Testament. “Then the devil taketh 
him up into the holy city, and 
setteth him on a pinnacle of the 
temple” (Matt. 4:5). The word 
“holy” is the same as “sanctified.” 
Jerusalem was not a city more 
holy than any other city, but it 
was holy in the sense of being 
set apart as the city of the King. 
“Ye fools and blind: for whether 
is greater, the gold, or the temple 
that sanctifieth the gold?” (Matt. 
23:17). Here gold is said to be 
“sanctified,” not that it was made 
to be holier than any other metal, 
but was to be set apart for a 
specific purpose. 

We read the words of the Lord 
Jesus concerning Himself, “Say 
ye of him, whom tthe Father hath 
sanctified, and sent into the world, 
Thou blasphemest; because I said 
I am the Son of God?” (John 10: 
36). In His high priestly prayer 
He said, “And for their sakes I 
sanctify myself, that they also 
might be sanctified through the 
truth” (John 17:19). Our Lord did 
not have reference to a special ex- 
perience in His life, nor to the 
eradication of the Adamic nature. 
In fact He did not possess such 
a nature, yet we read how He 
sanctified Himself. 

Here is another interesting 
passage which sheds much light 
upon the meaning of sanctification 
as determined by the usage of the 
word, “For every creature of God 
is good, and nothing to be refused, 
if it be received with thanksgiving: 
for it is sanctified by the word of 
God and prayer” (I Tim. 4:4-5). 
The food we press to our lips is 
said to be sanctified, that is, set 
apart for the purpose of nourish- 
ing our bodies. 

The Apostle Peter added a 
significant statement when he 
wrote, “But sanctify the Lord God 
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in your hearts: and be ready al- 
ways to give an answer to every 
man that asketh you a reason of 
the hope that is in you, with 
meekness and fear” (I Pet. 3:15). 
Peter is not pleading for a second 
work of grace, but calling upon all 
Christians to “set apart” the Lord 
wholly in their hearts. There is a 
sense in which all Christians were 
sanctified or set apart for God 
upon their belief of the Gospel, 
and there is a sense in which we 
as Christians are to grow in 
sanctification wherein our Saviour 
is more and more set apart in our 
daily experience. .Some have ex- 
pressed this distinction by the use 
of two familiar terms namely, 
“separation” and “consecration.” 
Separation is true of all believers 
in that the cross has separated 
them from the world, the flesn 
and the Devil. Consecration differs 
greatly among different Chris- 
tians. We can readily appreciate, 
how some are more consecrated 
than others, that is, they have 
set apart more fully in their 
hearts the Lord Jesus Ohrist and 
have given Him more complete 
sway over their lives. We need to 
understand that every one who is 
trusting the Lord Jesus for per- 
sonal salvation is already sancti- 
fied before God as to his position 
or standing. He may have been 
the vilest of men, and yet it is 
written, “Such were some of you: 
but ye are washed, but ye are 
sanctified, but ye are justified in 
the name of the Lord Jesus, and 
by the Spirit of our God’ (I Cor. 
6:11). This leads us to a considera- 
tion of the threefoldness of sanc- 
tification which for the sake of 
convenience I have called, ‘“Sanc- 
tified Three Times.” 

First, we shall see sanctification 
as 

A Crisis 

Irrespective as to whether he 
be a babe in Christ or a mature 
believer, every born-again person 
is sanctified. We shall discover 
as we search the Scriptures that 
this phase of sanctification or 
setting apart was instantaneous 
and complete. It-is a past transac- 
tion wrought by God the Father, 
Christ the Son, and the Holy Spirit 
The Trintty was involved in this 
work as in every other phase of 
salvation. 


Scripture already quoted we read, 
“And such were some of:you: but 
ye are washed, but ye are sancti- 
fied, but ye are justified in the 
name of the Lord Jesus, and by 
the Spirit of our God” (I Cor. 6: 
11). In each instance where the 
word “are” occurs, it is translated 
“were” in the Revised Version and 
rightly so. The tense of these 
three verbs is what the Greeks 
called the aorist which represents 
an action or an event as past and 
does not, like the imperative, ex- 
press continuance. The text does 
not say that “ye are being sancti- 
fied” or that ‘“‘ye shall be sancti- 
fied,” but that “ye were sancti- 
fied.” It became a completed act 
at the same time we were justi- 
fied and washed. Our washing and 
justification were experienced the 
moment we believed and likewise 
our sanctification. Although there 
were many things in the Corin- 
thian church which the great 
apostle had to condemn as being 
out of keeping with the Christian 
life, yet he addressed them as 
those who were “sanctified in 
Christ ° Jesus...” (I Cor. 12:2). 
Since the verb here is the perfect 
passive participle we can read the 
passage as, “to men having been 
sanctified in Christ Jesus.” There 
never has been a born-again soul 
Which was not sanctified the 
moment he found the Lord Jesus 
Christ as his Saviour. 

The basis for such a transaction 
is the finished work of Christ up- 
on the cross. “For both he that 
sanctifieth and they who are 
sanctified are all of one: for which 
cause he is not ashamed to cail 
them brethren” (Heb. 2:11). 
Again, “By the which will we are 
sanctified through the offering of 
the body of Jesus Christ once for 
all” (Heb. 10:10). When He made 
atonement for our sins in His 
death, He also made provision for 
the sanctification of every believ- 
er. The cross is the ground for 
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focuses in Christ for “of him are 
ye in Christ Jesus, who of God 
is made unto us wisdom, and 
righteousness; and sanctification, 
and redemption” (I Cor. 1:30). All 
four of these marvelous blessings 
came simultaneously to each 
child of God. 

When we stop to consider the 
Holy Spirit’s relation to this 
phase of our sanctification we see 
a remarkable confirmation of 
Christ’s work for us in sanctfica- 
tion, “But we are bound to give 


brethren beloved of the Lord, be- 
cause God hath from the beginning 
chosen you to salvation through 
sanctification of the Spirit and 
belief of the truth” (II Thess. 2: 


13). Jude declares that all be- 
lievers are sanctified by the 
action of God, “Jude, .the ser- 


vant of Jesus Christ and the bro- 
ther of James, to them that are 
sanctified by God the Father, and 
preserved . in Jesus. Christ, and 
called” (Jude 1). 

It is apparent that all is divine 
and that the Godhead is operative 
in the work of sanctification. One 
aspect of salvation cannot be 
possessed without the other. To 
be saved is to become a saint in- 
stantly. This is why I speak of 
sanctification as a crisis. Those 
who.in unbelief were set apart for 
the use of Satan have through 
faith in the Lord Jesus become 
set apart for use of the Trinity. 

There is yet another feature in 
sanctification which must be con- 
sidered. Some one has well said 
that sanctification is a crisis with 
a view to a.process. Hence we 
think of this phase of sanctifica- 
tion as 

A Course 


God has set each one of His 
saved ones apart so that he might 
grow into the likeness of His Son. 
This is the course which God ex- 
pects us to follow. We’'are called 
saints that we might become 
saintly in our daily walk. Sancti- 
fication through God’s grace is to 
be met by complete dedication on 
our part. The crisis aspect of 
sanctification brought us into a 
perfect standing with.Christ; now, 
in our state, we need to become 
more and more set apart for His 
use. 

The second time we are sancti- 
fied stretches out across. the 
whole course of our Christian ex- 
perience. It is a daily sanctifica- 
tion, a constant work of the Spirit 
of God going on in the heart of 
the Christian. Paul said to the 
Roman saints, “That I should be 


this glorious setting apart. All 


thanks always to God for you, 


the Gentiles, ministering the gos- 
pel of God, that the offering up 
of the Gentiles might be accept- 
able, being sanctified by the Holy 
Ghost” (Rom. 15:16). 

In this day by day sanctifying 
experience, we discover it comes 
about by the action of the Word 
as well as by the operation of the 
Spirit. Our Lord Jesus prayed, 
“Sanctify them through thy truth: 
thy word is truth” (John 17:17). 
The same thought is brought out 
by Paul when he wrote to the 
Ephesians, ‘That he might sancti- 
fy and cleanse it with the washing 
of water by the Word” (Eph. 5: 
26). We must be on our guard not 
to minimize the usefulness. of 
God’s Word, because in conjunc- 
tion with the Holy Spirit, it is for 
our daily sanctification. 


Nowhere are we taught in the 
Scriptures that it is possible to 
experience a sanctification which 
will result in the blotting out of 
our carnal nature. Anticipating 
there would be those who would 
fall into this error, the Holy Spirit 
issued a word of warning. We 
read, “If we say that we have no 
sin [carnal nature], we deceive 
ourselves, and the truth is not 
in us” (I John 1:8). For any one 
to take the position of eradication 
of the sinful nature is to be devoid 
of the truth of a_ progressive 
sanctification. He has deceived 
himself, and by so doing imagines 
he has had an experience of the 
deeper Christian life. All of us 
yearn for a deeper experience with 
Christ, but it does not come by the

“&. In Fine Arts, the University 
continues to offer instruction in 
music, speech, and art without ad- 
ditional cost above regular aca- 
demic tuition. These classes at- 
tract hundreds of students each 
semester. The newest addition in 
the Fine Arts work is the. offer- 
ing of the B.A. degree in Cinema 
in connection with the University’s 
program in film production, which 
furnishes a laboratory for this 
work unexcelled anywhere. 

“7. The University has made 
significant achievement in the field 
of professional education. ‘This 
past year some 400 students have 
been enrolled in teacher education 
programs leading to certification 
in 43 of the 48 states plus Hawaii 
and Alaska. Of this number, 125 
are members of the graduating 
class. For the two years which 
our graduates have taken the Na-

thou wash thee with nitre, and 
take thee much soap, yet thine 
iniquity is marked before me, saith 
the Lord God.” The person who 
thus washed himself with alcohol 
end with soap indicated that he 
knew that he needed a bath. He 
must have been examining him- 
self and found the soiled places 
which needed cleansing. He sought 
out the two cleansing agents, 
which he thought would be the 
best. He applied them to his own 
self. He sought by his own efforts 
to remove the dirt and stains from 
his skin. It was of no avail. Even 
though we may blot from our 
memory the sins of the past, still 
they remain inscribed on the 
records of Heaven. Only the living 
God can remove those incriminat- 
ing reports and cleanse the page 
of its dark record of your sins. 
A transforming bath changed 
completely the life of a great 
general. Naaman was the com- 
mander-in-chief of the armies of 
Syria. He was an honorable man, 
and a great man and had been 
used by the Lord to deliver Syria 
from her enemies. In spite of his 
wonderful position, power and no- 
ble character, he was a leper. Only 
God can cure leprosy. Leprosy 
is a type of sin. Leprosy mutilates 
the body and separates the leper 
from society. Sin does everything 
‘that leprosy did. Naaman went 
to Elisha, the prophet of Israel, 
for cleansing. The prophet’s in- 
structions were to bathe seven 
times in the river Jordan. This 
was to prove whether Naaman 
was a real believer. He dipped 
himself in the water seven times, 
as he was told, and received the 
gift of new life as he was prom- 
ised. You will never come to Jesus 
Christ for cleansing unless you be- 
ag that He can do it, and that 
e will do it. Have you trusted 
im and plunged into that foun- 
tain open for sin and uncleanness? 
,The great King David prayed 
once that he might have a bath 
pet would bring peace to his 
eart and comfort to his soul. 
his prayer is recorded in Psalm 
:7: “Purge me with thyssop, and 
hall be clean; wash me, and I 
shall be whiter than snow.” This 
be a personal prayer: he prayed 
about his own need. This was a 
ae prayer: he prayed for a 
efinite blessing. This was a 
yer of confidence: he knew 
that the kind of bath that God 
goua give him would effectually 
cleanse him from his iniquity and 
Sjas. The Lord heard his petition,

washed his. soul and sent him out 
into his daily life with a happy 
heart and a song of praise upon 
his lips. This bath which makes 
whiter than snow is available to 
all who will come to Jesus Christ 
and trust wholly to Him. 


There was a special provision 
made in the Jewish tabernacle for 
bathing. Even though the wor- 
shiper had been to the brazen al- 
tar and saw there the sacrificial 
lamb dying for him and for his 
Sins, still it was necessary that he 


should go from the altar to the 


laver for the bathing in its waters. 
Without the bath it was not possi- 
ble for the worshiper to enter into 
the Holy Place. At the brazen 
altar his inner soul was cleansed, 
but at the brazen laver his outer 
soil was removed. This same pro- 
cedure is true of the soul. The 
blood of Christ puts the sins away 
and washes the heart whiter than 
snow. The living water of the liv- 
ing Word cleanses the outward 
walk and way of the believer. The 
brazen altar is typical of Calvary. 
The laver is typical of the Word 
of God. 

Paul has written in the book of 
Ephesians concerning Christ and 
the church, “That he might sancti- 
fy and cleanse it (the church) 
with the washing of the water by 
the word.” As we learn from the 
scriptures the things that are 
Wrong in our lives we _ receive 
grace from God to remove them 
from our lives. Thus we become 
more and more like our Lord 
Jesus. 

There is a consecration bath 
mentioned in Exodus 29:4. Here 
we find Aaron and his sons being 
bathed as they enter the priest- 
hood. This was a public confession 
that they had washed out of their 
lives the ways of the world and 
the paths in which other men 
walked, that they might walk only 
With God and might serve Him 
only. They removed out of their 
lives, by this act of bathing, all 
selfish ambitions, all plans for 
personal advancement, all schemes 
for personal gains. These men 
were to be separated men. After 
this bath these men were to keep 
themselves unspotted from the 
world and occupied wholly with 
the Lord. The Lord enables each 
Christian to take the same path 
and to walk thus wholly separated 
to the Lord. 

The law of Moses provided a 
special bath for every kind of 
leper, whether he be poor or rich, 
whether he be prominent or ob-

young. God just had one way 
of cleansing for every kind of 
leper. He must first be brought to 
the priest for diagnosis (Lev. 14: 
2). After this a sacrifice must be 
offered and the blood must be 
shed for the afflicted-man (Lev. 
14:5). Following this he must 
bathe himself in water (vs. 8). So 
it is today. You must come to 
Christ Jesus for the diagnosis; you 
must accept by faith His precious 
blood for cleansing; you must be- 
lieve His Word implicitly, fully 
and completely.

‘}in space on nothing. You would be 


greatly impressed with the testi- 
mony of Isaiah 40:22 as to the 
roundness of the earth. You would 
be impressed with the fact that 
though the Saviour stated that His 
coming would be as sudden as a 
flash of lightning, as sudden as 
“the twinkling of an eye,” yet 
when He comes it would be night- 
time at one place, morning another 
place, midday another place since 
the earth rotates on its axis. The 
rotation of the earth is here so 
clearly and so scientifically infer- 
red that it seems to me honest and 
intelligent people must be impres- 
sed with it. 

You are not impressed with the 
fact that in Leviticus 17: 11 >the 
Bible says that the life is in the 
blood. If you will study all that 
scientists up to two hundred years 
ago knew about the blood, then 
you will see how striking is this 


clear revelation which everybody 


now accepts at face value. And I 
assure you that these few illus- 
trations I give are only slight 
tastes of the marvelous wealth 
of material proving tthe scientific 
accuracy of the Bible. If you are 
really interested in such a study 
I suggest that you get The Deluge 
Story in Stone and After Their 
Kind, both by Byron C. Nelson, 
published by Augsburg Press. I 
think the price is $2.00 each. I as- 
sure you that they are a little 
heavy because they are so thor- 
oughly documented, but if you are 
a real student and want to know 
the truth, you will find them fas- 
cinating, I am sure. 


You say, “I would point out that 
these passages (cited in the pam- 
phlet) could have made perfect- 
ly good sense to men of their own 
time without suggesting to them 
the special knowledges claimed.” 
But to refute your rather thought- 
less suggestion, there is the simple 
undeniable fact that all the men 
of their day familiar with these 
passages took them as divinely in- 
spired. As far as we know there 
is no single exception of any so- 
called “higher criticism” of the 
Bible in ancient times.

There were sinners 
among the Jews but not atheists 
nor infidels as far as we know. 
But if you could find someone who 
claimed that-these books were not 
inspired and not true, then of 
course they would be people who 
did not believe that the earth was 


a round ball suspended in space,,. 


turning on its axis. And the only 
ones who could say that these re- 
veiations in the Old Testament did 
not. indicate special knowledge 
would be those who deliberately 
chose to pervert them into a 
meaning not inherent in the pas- 
sages. 

I assure you that this position 
I have was reached after the most 
caytious and careful checking of 
the facts in the case. And you 
will come to be as certain as I am 
of the inspiration and infallible 
authority of the Bible if you seek 
the truth as humbly and consis- 
tently as did I, willing to follow 
where it leads. 

I thank you for your letter. I 
warn you that God does not re- 
veal Himself to stubborn: and per-

AN ALLEGORY 


I was walking along the streets of Vanity Fair the other 
day and had my attention drawn to a huge edifice which was 
in the course of construction. Apparently there was a strike 
on, as something had happened greatly to hinder the work. 
@n enquiring what was the trouble, I was told that there 
was a dispute among the workmen. The men were holding 
a meeting, and as anyone was admitted, I went inside out 


Some had returned to their 
work, others were divided in 
opinion as to what was best to 
be done. It seemed that some were 
in fear that the building might 
fall, saying that some of the work- 
men were tampering with the 
foundations; the others were 
laughing them to scorn, vehe- 
mently asserting that their friends 
were but resetting the founda- 
tions: which, théy said, had never 
been truly laid.

We cannot be with Him “also” 


without this final act of sanctifica- |} 


tion. Every one of us must be 
saved from the presence of in- 
dwelling sin. There is no place for 
the “old man” in Heaven. He 
must be gotten rid of if we are 
to have our resurrection bodies 
and experience the full bliss of 
Heaven.
